The directors of

concerns 
have made known their terms 
of 
sale and in each instance the Good­ 
rich interests have paid an optional 
price for 30 days. 
The 
deal with 
the Central Fuel company was a r­ 
ranged June 13 and with the Peoples 
company on June 
15, 
which 
will 
place the acceptance or rejection of 
the propositions definitely by 
the 
middle of July. 
Directors of each local concern, 
when interviewed today, stated that 
because the cash optional price had 
been paid, that they 
believed 
the 
deals would be closed shortly, and 
that the parties would not wait un­ 
til tin1 30 days had expired. 
The checks made payable to the 
local concerns were signed by Will 
W. Goodrich of 
Winchester, 
who 
with James P. Goodrich, former gov­ 
ernor of Indiana and others, are in­ 
terested in operating many systems 
in the state. They own the Conners- 
ville Natural Gas company, it was 
stated. 
By taking options 
on two

companies, it will no doubt mean a

Washington, 
June 
18—(U.R)— 
Charles Lindbergh, aviation

will be subject next year to consid­ 
erable income taxes, according 
to 
unofficial estimates made here to­ 
day. 
On the $25,000 Orteig prize for 
crossing the Atlantic Lindy 
must 
pay $1,465, of which $955 is normal 
tax and $310 surtax. 
Some action may he taken, how­ 
ever, to exempt him from taxes 
on 
this prize, and a special test of the 
law may be made. It is also rumored 
congressional friends of the 
flyer 
may ask congress to exempt 
him 
from such payment. 
Lindy also must pay income tax 
on the $1,000 flight prize 
awarded 
him by the Bulovai watch company; 
on an income of 
between 
$50,000 
and $100,000 for newspaper 
syndi­ 
cate 
articles; 
on 
approximately 
$100,000 from the sale of his book, 
and on any income from lectures. 
Lindbergh, 
it is 
understood 
is 
planning to make about 100 lectures 
and will receive at least $1,000 
a 
lecture, making his income from this 
source about $100,000.

A light-hearted carnival spirit was 
everywhere evident as the parade in 
Lindbergh’s honor got under 
way. 
Even the sun seemed to realize the 
demands of the occasion and short 
Iy aft*er 9 a. in., broke 
through

bank of'overhanging clouds, flood­ 
ing the city with warm light. 
Crowds gathered early along the 
20-mile line of march. Street ven­ 
dors, making the most of their pre­ 
sence, hawked 
Lindbergh

firing explosives purchased in other 
towns. 
The state fire marsha.1 said 
the 
rules are designed to throw all safe­ 
guards possible around the handling 
and disposition of the fireworks, and 
he has the right to stop the use, sale 
or display by any person doing the 
same in a careless or negligent man­ 
ner, or for violating any of 
the 
rules established. 
Tn the list of rules 
laid 
down, 
dealers in small towns and commun­ 
ities are warned not to sell fireworks 
before July first. 
In Rushville the 
sales can be made after 
Monday, 
but no delivery of fireworks 
will 
be made until the morning of July 
4th. 
Dealers in every town and 
city 
must meet certain requirements 
in 
handling the explosives this 
year, 
and no fireworks are to be sold 
to 
children under the age of 12. The 
complete list of rules, is as follows: 
“ No fireworks shall be put on dis­ 
play before June 20, and the dis­ 
play must be done in such

that there will be no danger of the 
goods being exploded by the rays 
of the sun or other agency, and un­ 
der such conditions that if from any 
cause they are exploded, it will not 
cause the building to be set afire.

on fed cattle. The m arket has recov­ 
ered all the loss since April and is 
now equal to the high point of the 
season. Finished m arket cattle

scarce and the fa c t th at the m arket­ 
ing of steers is ahead of schedule 
would indicate th at 
the 
scarcity 
would continue. On the other hand, 
the relation between live cattle pri­ 
ces and heel prices is such th at 
it 
will require light receipts to m ain­ 
tain prices. 
The best 
cattle 
at Indianapolis 
this week weighed 1305 
lbs. 
and 
sold at $12.75 per cwt. Bulk of the 
steers are selling from $10.50 
to 
$12.00. G rass cattle show 
a slight 
improvement but too m any coming 
to m arket will, no doubt, result in 
lower prices for this kind. Bulk of 
butcher cows and heifers have been 
steady for the week. Cows are sel­ 
ling up to $8.75 and heifers up 
to 
$10.65. Light 
fancy 
heifers 
are 
scarce and are meeting a good de­ 
mand. Very little is being done 
in 
stocker and feeder cattle, butchers 
taking everything with any kill and 
feeders holding off for lower prices.

TO SAFEGUARD FROM FIRE 


Dealers Required to Make All Dis- 
plays In Fire Proof 
Boxes—No 


Preliminary Sales 


In order that the spirit of Young 


America may rule on July 4th, but 
with safety to- all persons, Alfred 
Hogston, state fire marshal, has 
promulgated a set of rules regulat- 
ing the sale of fireworks. 


Monday is the first day that local 


dealers are permitted to display the 
fireworks for sale, and as the city 
council has lifted the ban this year, 
no fireworks are to be delivered by 
local dealers until the morning of 
July 4th. All celebrations must ' be 
confined to the one day, and police 
will be instructed to arrest anyone 
firing' explosives purchased in other 
towns. 


The state fire marshal said the 


rules are designed to throw all safe- 
guards possible around the handling, 
and disposition of the fireworks, and 
he has the right to stop the use, sale 
or display by any person doing the 
same in a careless or negligent man- 
ner, or for violating any of 
the 


rules established. 


In the list of rules laid down, 


dealers in small towns and commun- 
ities are warned not to sell fireworks 
before July first. In Rnshville the 
sales can be made after 
Monday, 


but no delivery of fireworks will 
be made until the morning of Julv 
4th. 


Dealers in every town and city 


must meet certain requirements in 
handling the explosives this- year, 
and no fireworks are to be sold to 
children under the age of 12. The 
complete list of rules, is as follows: 


"No fireworks shall be put on dis- 


play before June 20, and the dis- 
play must be done in such a way 
that there will be no 'danger of the7 


goods, being exploded by the rays 
of the sun or other agency, and un- 
der sneh conditions that if from any 
cause they are' exploded, it will not 
;anse the building to be set afire. 
This may be done by putting such 
ireworks in a noninflammable con- 
tainer completely enclosed 
above,

And the gain the number 
of our laws has conic in spite of the 
fact that it has been generally rec- 
<>!riii7oil I'or some time by 
jurists 


and laymen that the condition of 
our law books is becoming chaotic 
and law enforcement very difficult 
because of the veritable flood of 
l.-iws which h«s been sweeping over 
the country. As one of our exchang- 
es iweiitly put it: 


"Tim many of our 
lawmakers 


misinterpret their function by ceas. 
lessly striving to make misdeuieaii- 


out of trivial actions, 
putting 


absurd restrictions on freedom, bur- 
dening innocent people with unde- 
served punishment and 
otherwise 


loading the statute books with un- 
necessary laws. Let us have a leg- 
islative clean-up combined with * 
cessation of making all but imper- 
ative essential laws." 


It is reassuring to know that a 


concerted, effort is to be made to- 
ward damming the flood of useless 
legislation and toward a condifiea- 
tion and simplification of our pres- 
ent laws. Every friend of law en- 
forcement is in favor of fewer and 
simpler laws. It is only by law en- 
forcement that our nation can en- 
dure, and in order that it can endure 
law enforcement must 
be made 


practicable.

Lest some 
mathematician 
may 


wonder how the Farmers Insurance 
Company paid $24,680 losses during 
their second year of existence, with 
a collection of only $370, I will say, 
they did it by simply placing 
a 


period between six and eight, which 
left them a balance of 
$123.20. 


Periods, in punctuation, are Hke all 
human errors—small in themselves, 
but often change appearances. But 
then, if you arc looking for perfec- 
tion, do not seek it in human con. 
duct, much less in the press, which 
deals with 
hieroglyphics, 
called' 


writing. Few of the charter members 
whose names, are found on 
the 


original articles of Association are 
living. John Blacklidgc is, I think, 
the only one of the 
twenty-three 


signers, now living. Men then un- 
born, and now grandfathers, con- 
stitute the Farmer's Insurance Com- 
pany of today and notwithstanding 
the fearful howl so often heard of 
"modern degeneracy," the 
whole 


world grows better and wiser, each 
day developing some new idea, and 
beneficial creation, for our happi- 
ness and welfare, that for ages has 
been dormant in tile brain of man. 
The evolution, of printing alone, is 
one of the most remarkable 
and 


useful inventions of all ages. The 
trouble with mankind is the lack of 
retrospection. 


Insurance is 
younger in. 
this 


country than our Declaration 
of 


Independence, for the first Insur- 
ance Company organized in 
this 


county was incorporated at Phila- 
delphia in 1794, if we except 
the 


"Philadelphia Contributionship for 
the Insurance of Houses from Loss 
by Fire," organized in 1752 by Ben- 
jamin Franklin and others-. 
This 


company still survives, is a. mutual 
company and writes only perpetual 
risks. The oldest existing companies 
are the "Insurance 
Company of 


North America" and "the 
Insur- 


ance Company of the State of Penn- 
sylvania" founded in 1794 and lo- 
cated at Philadelphia. 


The oldest New York company not 


existing was founded in 1806 and( 
the oldest Massachusetts company j 
was organized in 1818. Thousands 
of others have followcd^-sonie good 
some bad but the soundest insur- 
ance known, is also the oldest, com- 
ing odwn from, ancient times in- the 
form of mutual help, in times of dis- 
tress and -calamity. In- the- Middle 
Ages we find they had regulations 
and laws for .the payment .of-losses 
from fire, based on public taxes and 
mutual protection. The earliest- sci- 
entific insurance company, was or- 
ganized in Kugland, in 1<J35 by- N. 
Barbon, in London. 
• 


Barbon's system was that of is- 


suig• individual policies. -In- lb'81 tke 
first joint -stock organization 
was 


formed, and the' oldest 
surviving- 


English company established, 
fort 


insurance -against loss by tire - 


formed in 1696 and was named the 
"Hand in Hand." 
Other English 


companies date back to 1720. 


For farm insurance, no principle 


yet devised is sounder, safer 
and 


more economical than mutual insur- 
ance. This is not a "yab" at other 
insurance companies, which have, 
and always will have, plenty to do 
to take care of cities and towns. 
The great Chicago fire of October 
8th, 9th iu 1871 nearly brought ruin 
to many insurance companies, with 
liabilities of $96,500,000. In Novem- 
ber 1872, the great Boston tire, en- 
tailed liabilities of ' some $52,600,- 
000. 
These great fires coining 
so 


close together wiped out more than 
one hundred companies aud forced 
them to suspend business while oth- 
ers found their surplus wiped out 
aud their capital badly shattered. 


The Baltimore fire of 1904 in^ 


volvcd losses of $60,000,000, while 
the San Francisco fire two years 
later aggregated $175,000,000 loss. 
It will be noted that these destruc- 
tive fires came close together 
by 


twos and yet the companies 
with 


few exc^ptio^s, 
withstood 
the; 


strain. Insurance companies 
have 


greatly improved during the 
last 


century aud are now required 
by 


laws to make regular reports 
and 


comply with 
certain 
regulations, 


before being permitted to do busi- 
ness. The Farmer's Insurance Com- 
pany having no capital stock, avoids 
taxation, as a corporation and has 
less loss from spread of conflagra- 
tion, than has city property, which 
however is more than compensated 
for by lack of tire protection. An- 
other instance, of city advantage, 
comes from the fact that day 
or 


night a fire is soon discovered in a 
few 
exceptions, 
withstood 
the 


home, in the country, causes many 
destructive fires, especially at night, 
which early discovery might prevent. 
One remarkable thing that charac- 
terizes almost every farmer's prem. 
ises, is the total absence of 
tire 


fighting means. Not one is equipped 
with the means to throw 
waters 


while many have increased the tire 
hazard by placing a lighting system 
in house and barn. 


The water supply in many places 


is poor and.badly located while "tire 
bombs" and extinguishers are un- 
known. Many an incipient fire could 
be controlled by those simple 
ex- 


pedients. The heaviest loss Farm 
er's company has sustained, 
was 


suffered by John A. \Vidau on July
